The highway commissioners will please 


bear in mind that the new road law com- 
pels them, instead of making makeshifts, 
to build good, substantial and permanent 
roads. It requires work to be done ac- 
cordibg to the best method of road-mak- 
ing. They'are also required to see that 
neighboring land owners do not allow 
the highways to become obstructed with 
hedges, burdocks, thistles or weeds.

All road taxes hereafter must be paid in 
money, A'levy of from sixty cents to one 
dollar is allowed on the $100.

Crookedness in Chicago—A Statement

From ThurtOatfi DaKy. 


In the Chicago Inter-Ocean of yester- 


day appeared the following paragraph of 
local news : 
A MAS OF DECATTJB—HIS WIFE SAVES HIM 


FKOM WBECK. 


A well-known citizen of Deoatur, 111., 


came to Chicago about ten clays ago to 
attend the races. Being so far uway 
from home he went in for a good tim? 
and went on a glorious druiik. Through 
betting on the wrong horses and fast liv- 
ing combined, he soon squandered all the 
money he had with him, between 81,500 
and 32,000, and felt the need of more. 
To raite the wind he raised the sum of 
$850 on three checks, one for 8500, one 
for 8200, and the third for 8150, The 
checks were found to be forgeries, and 
the matter was placed in the. hands of a 
detective agency. The chief of police 
was notified by telegram to arrest the 
forger, and he would have been in the 
meshes of the law but for one little cir- 
cumstance. The chief is a married man, 
and naturally enough he mentioned the 
case to his better half. The latter hap- 
pened to be an intimate friend of the wife 
of the citizen whose apprehension was 
desired. She went at once to her friend 
and told her the story. The wife of the 
citizen was equal to the, emergency, for 
she at once raised what money she could 
and took the next train for Chicago. She 
visited the parties who had cashed the 
checks and discharged their claims in 
full. She also paid all the expenses in- 
curred in working up the case, and des- 
troying the cheeks, returned to her home. 
Her husband by this time had sobered 
tip, and realized, no doubt, how narrowly 
he had escaped the pen through the ef- 
forts of his faithful wife. 


The above statement does Marshal Ma- 


son great injustice, because it is a fact 
that Mrs. Mason is not acquainted with 
the wife of thev accused and never spoke 
to her, and besides she had no knowl- 
edge whatever of the inquiries sent here 
from Chicago by telegraph and mail 
about the Decatur man, and knows noth- 
ing of it up to this writing. 


Briefly told, the following are the facts 


in the ease so far as the Decatur officers 
are concerned and they have all the cor- 
respondence with regard to the matter 
which has been seen by the REPUBLICAN 
reporter. Detective George A. Hartman, 
of Chicago, had charge of the cose in that 
city. First he sent a telegram to Marshal 
Mason asking it the Deeatnr man wanted 
was then in Decatur. He was not and 
Mason replied immediately to that effect 
on the evening of July llth, when the 
dispatch was received. At no time dnr-* 
ing the correspondence did Mason receive 
on order to arrest the party, only an ex- 
pressed desire to keep posted as to the 
whereabouts of the crooked citizen, who 
it appears was in Chicago up to Thurs- 
day evening, July 12th, when he left that 
city for Decatur arriving here Friday 
morning. He was met at the depot by 
J. S. Hewes, Captain of the night police, 
and was kept under police surveillance 
until Sunday morning when information 
came from Chicago that the whole matter 
had been settled. 


Marshal Mason and Captain Hewes 


were the only persona in Decntnr who 
were acquainted with the crookedness ol 
the citizen in Chicago, and they acted to- 
gether jn giving Detective Hartman all 
the information he desired.

It destroys the toMgom 
of the laborer, for the purpose of dwtroy- 
ing the freedom oJ the, employer.—New 
York -Tribune. 


This is in a measure" true enough, 


but what shall be said of those man- 
ufacturers, merchants, 
producers, 


dealers, corporations and others who 
enter into "leagues" by which the 
price of living and housekeeping 
commodities are put up and kept up, 
to the serious hardship of poor men? 
The question at the bottom of this 
whole matter is, If the necessaries 
and comforts of life are to be raised 
to exorbitant prices by means of 
"pooling" and "cornering" conspira- 
cies, by which the poor man is rob- 
bed, tire not tho poor men—the me- 
chanics, artisans and laboring men— 
justified in also entering into leagues 
tur "pooling" and "cornering" the 
pries of their labor, which is the only 
thing they have to sell or to depend 
upon? If conspiracy and robbery 
are to be the rule, why should the 
poor workingman be the exception? 


The fact is, the flagitious system 


of combinations and "leagues" which 
producers, dealtrs and carriers enter 
into for the violation of the ordinary 
and legitimate laws of trade, and 
which have become so common in 
this country of late years; is the real 
cause of our labor troubles. 
These 


trade and traffic "leagues," by sub- 
stituting the law of "corners" in the 
place of the law of supply and de- 
mand, have increased the cost of liv- 
ing to such an extent that the indus- 
trial classes are absolutely driven 
into "leagues" themselves as a mat- 
ter of self-protection against the sys- 
tematic species of robbery. There 
are two sides—perhaps more than 
two sides—to this question, and it is 
about time that political and social 
economists should more gravely scru- 
tinize the real philosophy of the 
matter. 


SPEAKING of his Yellowstone trip, 


the President is reported by the New 
York Herald to have said: "I have 
had enough of what is called 'society' 
in the winter in Washington: I want 
to get a hundred miles away from 
the nearest politician, where I can. 
take a rest in my own way, and be 
relieved from the social and political 
pressure that it is so hard to avoid. 
Then, I have never seen the section 
of country we are going to, nor do I 
know anything of the people who are 
the pioneers of civilization and keep 
on its outmost wave. I will have an 
opportunity, too, to practically study 
the Indian question, which I have 
wished to do ever since I have been 
in office.

EDMOBSREPUBLICAN:—This is the fifth 


day of the Jacksonville camp meeting, 
and possibly a short account of it might 
be acceptable to your readers.

Should Women Bide Like Men? 


London Lancet. 


Such is the question which is be- 


ing seriously discussed. Perhaps it 
would be as well to leave the deter- 
mination of the question to those 
whom it principally concerns. We 
fancy they have no wish to change 
the custom.: As a matter of fact, al- 
though it may not appear to be the 
case, the seat which a woman enjoys 
on a side-saddle; is fully as' secure 
and not nearly as irksome, as that 
which a man-has to maintain, unless 
he simply balances himself, and does 
not grip the side of his horse either 
with the knee or the side of 4;he leg. 
It is curious to.- note the .different 
ways in which the legs of - men w.ho 
pass much time in the saddle are af- 
fected. Biding with a straight leg 
and a long stirrup almost invaria- 
bly ; produces what aro popularly 
called knocked-knees. 
Nearly all 


the mounted soldiers of the British 
army suffer from, this deformity, as 
any one who takes the trouble' to no- 
tice the men of the Life Guards and 
the Blues walking may satisfy him- 
self. 
On the other hand, riding with 


a short stirrup produces bowed legs. 
Jockeys, grooms, and most hunting 
men who ride frequently, are more or 
less bow-legged. The -long stirrup 
rider grips his horse with the knee, 
while the short stirrup rider grips 
him with the inner side of the-leg be- 
low the knee. The difference of ac- 
tion explains the difference of result 
No deformity necessarily follows the 
use of the. side-saddle if the precau- 
tion be taken with growing girls to 
change sides on alternate days, rid- 
ing on the left side one day -and the 
right on the next. The purpose of 
;his change is to counteract the ten- 
dency to lean over to the side oppo- 
site that on which the leg is swung.

July 19fch. , 


The New Postal Notes. 
; 


New York Tribune. . 


The new postal notes for the 


transmission of small sums of money 
are now being prepared by the Ho- 
mer Lee Bank Note Company, of 
this city. They will be ready for 
delivery about the first of Septem- 
ber. , The notes are in shape nearly 
like bank notes. They are printed 
in a blank form, spaces being left 
for the names of the post office from 
which they are sent and at which 
they are paid. On the right-hand 
side of each of the notes are three 
columns of figures—one for the dol- 
lars, containing the figures from one 
;o four, the second for the dimes 
from one to nine, and the third for 
;he cents from one to nine. 
The 


Postmaster Who sells one of these 
notes will.punch the figures indica- 
;ing the amount for which the cote 
will be received.- For instance, if a 
note for $3.52 is wanted, the figures 
3 in the dollars column, 5 in the 
dimes column, and 2 in the "cents 
column will be punched out. All 
counterfeiting or "raising" is thus 
prevented; The notes may be bought 
of any value from .1 cent to 1499. 
A charge of 3 cents will be made in 
addition to the fac<» value of the 
note. The great advantage possess- 
ed by the postal notes over the 
money orders is that the former are 
ransferable, so that it will not be 
necessary 
for those who receive 


;hem to go in person for the money. 
They may be used in payment of 
;oods or for other .purposes, but 
nust be • presented for 
payment 


within a few months, or their collec- 
iion will be more difficult

Arthur and Matrimony. 


Some of the prying gossips of 


Washington say that President Ar- 
thur continues to send flowers from 
the White House conservatory to 
Miss Beckworth, the young lady 
with whom the match-makers used 
to associate hie name last winter. 
The New York Truth, in this connec- 
tion, recalls the fact that the only 
lady of the White House who enter- 
ed it as a bride was Mrs. Tyler. Her 
maiden name was Gardner, and she 
first met the President at "Washing- 
ton in the third year of Ms term.- 
She was at that time, says The 
Truth, a beantiful young lady, amia- 
ble and accomplished, and became a 
great favorite in society. President 
Tyler paid her marked attention that 
winter, and when the family return- 
ed to Washington the next season 
the attachment ripened into an en- 
gagement. It was hastened some- 
what by the sudden and sad death 
of her father, who was one of those 
killed by the explosion of the gun on 
board the Princeton 
The marriage 


was performed in New York a few 
months before the President's term 
expired, and attracted increased at- 
tention from the fact that tl e 'ady was 
the first who had ever entered the 
White House as a bride. Here is a 
precedent for the President, and be 
might as well set the gossip-mongers 
at rest by following it. 


AN old man 93 years of age, a na- 


tive of Spain, had just returned from 
this country, where he has been liv- 
ing many years, to his native land. 
There is nothing remarkable about 
this, but the prodigious family which 
accompanied him back was certainly 
remarkable.

Condition of the Cereals in Illinois on 


July 1st. 


COBN. 


I 'Ihe forthcoming report of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to be issued in a few 
dajs, will show that the prospects for 
qorn have improved m all portions of the 
State during the past month. The con- 
dition of corn July 1st, 1883, when com- 
pared with the condition July 1st, 1882, 
indicates 16 per cent, larger yield per 
acre in the northern division, 12 per cent. 
larger in the central division, and 5 per 
per cent, larger in the southern division 
tliun last season. The plant is not as 
large as usual on July 1st, owing to the 
cold, wet weather, which haa prevented 
cultivation, and has been unfavorable for 
the growth of corn. The corn on drained 
land is generally above an average in con- 
dition, and haa been well cultiva'ed. 
That on wet land is small and weedy. 
The corn area ot the State is about seven 
million six hundred thousand acres. 


X WIKTBB WHEAT. 


I The reports of harvest confirm the, re- 
turns of correspondents, and give encour- 
agement for but little over 16,000,000 
bushels of winter wheat — a reduction of 
several million bushels, when compared 
with the winter wheat crop of the previ- 
ous year. The condition July 1st assures 
an average yield per acre in the counties 
of Henderson, Kendall and Mercer. In 
Marshall and Will there will be more 
$ian an average yield per acre. In the 
remaining northern counties there will 
be less than an average yield per acre. 
1'berti will be less than two-thirds of an 
average yield per acre of winter wheat in 
the central counties, where two-fifths of 
the crop of 1882 was produced ; none of 
the central counties promise on average 
yield per acre of winter wheat. There 
yill be three-fourths of an average yield 
per acre, or better, in Adams, 88 per cent.; 
Oass, 79; Christian, 80; Fulton, 80; Han- 
cock, 85; Mason, 82; McDonongh, 80; 
Tazewell, 87. The most discouraging re- 
ports concerning the outcome of the win- 
ter wheat crop come from the southern 
counties, where, usually, three-fifths of 
the winter wheat crop is produced. There 
will be less than half an average yield 
per acre ot winter wheat on the reduced 
area in the southern counties.
